LONDON, Sept. 16 (AP).—A 
blast of robot bombs drove home 
to all Britons today the Govern-

MOSCOW, Sept. 16 (AP). 
There is a growing feeling among 
Russians that the Americans and 
British may take too easy an at- 
titude toward the Nazis after the 
war. Characteristic is the com- 
ment by the writer, Ilya Ehren- 
burg, in today’s issue of Pravda, 
Communist party paper. 

“I have read carefully different 
proposals for extermination of 
Nazism,” he wrote. “In American 


papers I have found a number of 
suggestions which would tend to 
be amusing if one could laugh aft- 
er such things as the Maidanek 
Camp at Lublin and other atrocity 
camps, 

“One fellow suggested that the 
Hitlerites, were cruel because they 
absorbed too few vitamins. An- 
other said the Germans could be 
improved through showing touch- 
ing movie films. A third men- 
tioned the fate of top-flight Hit- 
lerites, suggesting that they be 
isolated on an island near Cali- 
fornia and given a comfortable 
house to live in. 

“This is not funny; it is fright- 
ening.” 

Ehrenburg, whose words carry 
weight here, went on: “The crim- 
inals must be punished. Humanity 
cannot refuse to accept the sword 
of justice to bring about balances. 

“Regard for the children of fu- 
ture generations leads us forward 
to Germany. A mother cannot

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FINNS FIGHTING 
UNDECLARED WAR 
AGAINST GERMANS 


Citizens Flee to Sweden 
in View of Impending 


Declaration — Reds 
_Encircling Nazis. 


LONDON, Sept. 16 (AP).—Fin- 
nish troops tonight were waging 
an undeclared war against their 
former German allies and a stream 
of vehicles began pouring across 
the northern borders as war-weary 
Finns tried to escape to Sweden 
in view of an impending open dec- 
laration this week end, 

Finland ‘is faced with defending 
its islands in the Gulf of Finland 
against German invaders, helping 
Russia drive Nazi troops across 
the Finnish borders according to 
their terms of armistics, and dis- 
cussing terms of peace with Rus- 
sia, 

Fighting between Nazi and Fin- 
nish troops began two days ago 
on the island of Suursaari (Hog- 
land) in the Gulf of Finland, 
where the Germans established a 
beachhead. 

(An unconfirmed Finnish report 
recorded by the OWI said the Ger- 
man force surrendered and that 
700 prisoners were taken. Six 
landing barges and four mine 
sweepers were sunk by fire from 
Finnish naval and shore guns, the 
report said.) 

Russians Fighting in Finland. 

Russian are already “fighting 
their way across Finland” and 
have encircled two German divi- 
sions that Hitler declared were 
unable to leave by yesterday’s 
deadline because of distances in- 
volved, the BBC said, quoting 
Helsinki, 

The German army in Finland 
will henceforth be, guided “by the 
viewpoint of its* own _ security 
against any aggressors,” a Ger- 
man high command statement 
said,

IS PLACED AT 18 BILLIONS 


PARIS, Sept. 16 (AP).—Four 
years of occupation by the Ger- 
bans cost France 18 billion dollars, 
but liberation brought an immedi- 
ate improvement to national fi- 
mances and “public credit is in- 
tact, Finance Minister Leperq re- 
ported today. 

“The value of the franc has 
been strongly defended in inter- 
Allied negotiations,” Leperq said. 
“Over the country money will re- 
cover its purchasing power as in- 
creased production helps the sup- 
ply situation and accordingly 
merchandise for sale becomes 
more varied and abundant. 

“Our allies have agreed with re- 
markable comprehension of our 
situation to take stringent meas- 
ures for restricting their troops 
in order to impose only very lim- 
ited demands on our supply, 
which will be more than compen- 
sated for by special imports.”

UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pear! 
Harbor, Sept. 16 (AP). — Killing 
more than 1400 Japanese, Marines 
vaptured Peleliu airport in the 
Palau Islands, finest in the West- 
ern Carolines, and advanced 
steadily against strong enemy 
counterattacks, headquarters an- 
nounced tonight. 

By nightfall Friday (west longi- 
tude—U, S. date—) marking the 
end of the second day of the inva- 
sion of the entry way to the Phil- 
ippines, Marines of the First Divi- 
sion won the double-runway air- 
strip at Peleliu’s southern end. 

Tonight’s communique made no 
mention of American casualties. 
It said several enemy tanks were 
destroyed and added that severe 
fighiing continued. 

The Japanese losses represented 
the number of enemy dead counted 
by nightfall of the second day. 

Carrier-based planes continued 
close support of ground forces 
throughout Friday and also 
bombed and strafed Babelthaup, 
northern-most and largest of the 
Palau islands, starting several 
fires. 

Carrier planes and warships’ 
guns pounded Peleliu, in the 
southern Palaus, before dawn Fri- 
day in preparation for the day- 
long assaults. Steady advances 
thorugh enemy defenses in depth 
were supported by artillery, tanks 
and naval gunfire.

| Wall south of the city was so wide 
the whole German defense system 
was in peril. 


The bag of prisoners taken by 
the First Army alone rose to 173 
375, making a total for the Ameri- 
cans of 341,375 since the June 6 
landings, 

Patrols at a number of points 
were beyond the last fortifications 
before the Rhine. Doughboys 
fought into Aachen,. guarding the 
shortest road to Berlin, and it ap- 
peared to be toppling. 


Patton Threatens Saar. 

The Saar basin, with its wealth 
of coal, iron and industry, was 
imperiled by Lt. Gen. George 8&. 
Patton’s Third Army fighting in- 
side Thionvilie, only 15 miles 
away. 

Here the Third seized a section 
of the Maginot line and turned 
its German-installed 105-mm. guns 
on the enemy holding the half of 
Thionville on the east bank of 
the Moselle. 

The flaming German frontier 
village of Wallendorf, 63 miles 
southeast of Aachen, marked the 
point of the fourth American en- 
try into Germany. The village was 
put to the torch by doughboys to 
smoke out snipers. 

Heavier Resistance. 

This penetration was about half- 
way between two others at Prum 
and Trier, where the doughboys, 
after driving eight to ten miles in- 
side Germany, struck hard cores 
of resistance in the main belt of 
fortifications—some with walls six 
feet thick. 

On the northern reaches of the 
front, the Germans threw in num- 
erous counterattacks in an at- 
tempt to check an American push 
from the captured Dutch city of 
Maastricht eastward toward the 
thinner line of Siegfried defenses 
stretching north from Aachen. 

The Germans also launched 
counterattacks against the British 
north of the Albert Canal near 
the Dutch border, but to the west 
they were giving away along the 
coast and Poles of the Canadian 
First Army were 2% miles into 
Holland. 

The Seventh Army on the ex- 
treme southern portion of the 
front solidified its junction with 
the Third and pushed up to a 
point 33 miles due west of the 
Belfort gap itself. 

Line “Completely Penetrated.” 

The main interest in the fight- 
ing c@ntered, however, on the 
‘struggle around Aachen and it 
was on this sector that supreme 
headquarters said the Siegfried 
line had been “completely pene 
trated.”

Engineers Begin Study of Plan 


For Removing Riverfront Tracks 


Engineering studies to deter- 
mine the practicability of the 1o- 
million-dollar plan tentatively 
agreed on by the Terminal Rail- 
road Association and the city for 
the removal of the elevated and 
surface tracks from the Jefferson 
Memorial riverfront site have been 
started, Milton M. Kinsey, presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, announced yesterday. 

Cost of the studies will be borne 
jointly by the city, the Terminal 
and the Missouri State Highway 
Department. Kinsey said that the 
total estimated cost of the engi-| 
neering work is $45,000, but that | 
the city’s share would not exceed 
$10,000. The Board of Estimate | 
and Apportionment, fiscal author- 
ity of the city, has authorized that 
expenditure, Kinsey said.

Reds Silent on Riga Drive. 

Moscow was still silent on the 
German’s report of a three-day-old 
Soviet offensive in the north, but 
Berlin said that 40 Red divisions, 
were attacking on a 150-mile front 
extending from the Jelgava area 
of aLtvia to Valga in Estonia. One 
Russian group reached the Jel- 
gava-Krustpils railway north of 
Bauska at a point only 20 miles 
from Riga, the Nazis reported. 
Riga’s seizure would again split 
two German Baltic armies. 

“Some idea of the scale of the 
new offensive can be gained,” Ber- 
lin said, “if one considers that 
the Russian command used 18 in- 
fantry divisions as well as several 
armored brigades on a sector only 
20 miles wide.” 

The Czechoslovak announcement

This elaborate base had been 
built up from a little more than 
a level strip of ground by the 
Fourteenth Air Force under Chen- 
nault.

There, along with others in his 
squad, he suffered frozen feet due 
|}to standing in foxholes for 24 
hours, 

“It was on New Year’s eve last 
year,” he said, “That’s one I'll 
never forget. When we got the} 
order to fall back, it was a mat-/| 
ter of moving out on the frozen } 
feet or getting killed. I walked 
about three miles before reaching 
our lines.” 

He was hospitalized for a 
month at Naples, and then went 
to the Anzio beachhead. 


Tough at Anzio. 


“Cassino was no picnic,” he con- 
tinued, “but it was just a warmup 
for Anzio. That was really tough. 
We went in with the third wave. 
We stayed there for three weeks, | 
and then were pulled back to a 
medical center at Naples for a 
rest.” 

From Naples, he went to a point 
below Rome, and advanced into 
the city with the first troops 
there. The unit continued its ad- 
vance to a’ point 35 miles north 
of the city, but was driven back a 
short distance. 

He was given a pass to visit 
Rome, and among other experi- 
ences recalls seeing the tomb of 
Pope Pius XI, and being blessed 
with a group of other soldiers by 
Pope Pius XII in Vatican City. At 
the time he was ordered back to 
this country he was in a hospital. 

One Brother at Nome. .

CINCINNATI, Sept. 16. — The 
United Mine Workers of America 
are prepared to demand wage in- 
creases under their existing con- 
tract with the coal operators im- 
mediately on revision of the Lit- 
tle Steel formuia if it should be 
revised upward before expiration 
of the national coal contract next 
March. 


Legal authority for this move 
Was emphasized today by John L. 


Lewis, president of the union, in| 


producing at a press conference a 
supplemental clause in the current 
agreement with the operatorg pro- 
viding that negotiations on wage 
rates might be reopened by either 
party upon occurrence of “any 
significant change in the govern- 
ment wage policy.” This agree- 
ment was signed last December 
and approved in May by the War 
Labor Board. 

It is anticipated that in the post- 
war period, which union leaders 
hope to begin before the spring 
contract negotiations, a return to 
the 5-day, 35-hour week will take 
place, with the miners insisting on 
higher hourly rates of pay. Should 
the wage negotiations be reopened 
before that time, the miners have 
indicated they will demand that 
he present portal to poral pay, 
based on he travel time from the 
mine entrance to the miner's 
working place, be counted ag full 
working time, not as about two- 
thirds as is present practice. 

Seniority for War Veterans, 

Lewis pointed out that the mine 
workers have agreed to live up to 
the protection afforded by the 
Selective Service Act by insisting 
that returning service men be ac- 
corded the same seniority in the 
mines that would have accumu- 
lated had they had remained at 
work in the mines instead of en- 
tering the armed forces. 

Several local unions, he added, 
Rave occasionally indulged in 
gtrikes in order to compel coal 
companies to comply with this 
job protection policy. More than 
135,000 miners now are in the 
armed services. 

Mention of the recent advocacy 
by Philip Murray, head of the 
CIO, of a series of postwar hydro- 
electric “TVA” projects, caused 
Lewis to comment: 

“We do not think the Govern- 
ment should use public funds de- 
rived from taxation to finance 
water power or other hydroelec- 
tric projects that would destroy 
work opportunity, create wide- 
spread unemployment and harass 
capital in the coal industry.” 

Coal as Source of Power. 

It was his view, Lewis made 
elear, that the best source of 
electric power was the generation 
of steam by coal as the fuel. 
Lewis, in reply to a question by 
the writer, said his general opin- 
ion of hydroelectric projects would 
apply to the proposed Missouri 
Valley project. 

The mine workers’ conven- 
tion was in recess today in order 
to enable its wage scale commit- 
tee and other committees hear- 
ing on the important question of 
the miners’ future incomes and 
living standards to prepare their 
reports. Such subjects and others 
bearing on working conditions will 
occupy the attention of the bien- 
nial meeting when it reconvenes 
here Monday.

For the first time since 1864, the prest- 
dential election this year will be held while 
the United States is at war. The inde- 
pendent voter, alone in the voting booth on 
Nov. 7, will ask himself three major ques- 
tions: (1) Is Roosevelt or Dewey the best 
man to continue the fight against the Jap- 
anese as well as ‘the Germans to a quick 
and complete victory; (2) which candidate 
would most effectively co-operate with other 
mations in establishing an international 
organization to prevent aggressor nations 
from starting another world war, and (3) 
which candidate is likely to handle best 
the vast problem of American postwar 
economy? 

Personalities and other minor issues un- 
doubdtedly will come up during the cam- 
paign. Independent voters, however, will be 
concerned with how to win the war, how 
to win the peace and how to win economic 
security for themselves and families. Who- 
ever is President during the next four years 
will have a large voice, perhaps the decisive 
voice, in determining whether the Ameri- 
can people will attain these objectives. 


Herewith the Post-Dispatch presents the 
first of four Sunday articles comparing the 
record and promises of President Roosevelt 
and Gov.

Lincoln’s War Record 
Principal Issue in 1864. 


In the 1864 presidential contest between 
President Lincoln and Gen. McClellan, 
which Lincoln thought he had lost as late 
as August, the principal issue was Lincoln’s 
conduct of the war against the Confederacy. 
With victory over Germany and her satel- 
lites now so near and the Pacific war go- 
ing so well, the Republicans are not ex- 
pected to make Roosevelt's conduct of the 
war their primary target. Their strategy, 
as revealed by Dewey in his acceptance 
speech, is to deny Roosevelt any credit for 
our part in the Allied gains in Africa, Eu- 
rope and the Pacific and to give all their 
praise to our top military and naval of- 
ficers, who, they say, would not be changed 
in the event of a Republican victory. 

For their immediate partisan purposes, 
Dewey and his supporters are taking the 
narrowest view of the powers of the Com- 
mander in Chief, which are not defined by 
the Constitution, in an effort to minimize 
the President's part in the world struggle.

Speaks With Authority 
At International Parleys. 


At international conferences he can speak 
with authority, partly because of this coun- 
try’s enormous material contributions to the 
joint efforts, partly because of his experi- 
ence and partly because of his personality, 
which enables him to find a common foot- 
ing at all levels. 

High political decisions are usually 
cloaked in mystery, but three instances Illus- 
trate why policy must be determined by 
men responsible to all of their people. 

1. During the ousting of the Germans 
from Egypt, the Australian government, out 
of fear that Australia would be invaded by 
the Japanese, insisted on the return home 
of a whole division. The demand was bit- 
terly opposed by the Allied military com- 
mand, American and British, not only be- 
cause the division was needed in Mont- 
gomery’s forces but because the withdrawal 
would be a critical drain on allied shipping. 

Prime Minister Curtin of Australia, how- 
ever, had a majority of a single vote in 
Parliament, and if the military mind had 
prevailed, Curtin might have been ousted 
on a motion of lack of confidence. Defeat 
of the Curtin Government at that moment 
would have had serious political and eco- 
nomic consequences in <Australia and 
throughout the British Empire and made a 
Japanese invasion attempt more likely. The 
Allied political leaders rejected the strong 
military arguments and permitted the divi- 
sion to return hd®Mme. Curtin remained in 
office. The political gain was counted 
greater than the military loss. 

2. Welles, in his **Time for Decision,” 
veals that in the spring of 1941 Foreign 
Minister Anthony Eden was “largely re- 
for the decision to send a British 
expeditionary force, which the British army 
could ill-afford to spare, to fight with the 
Greeks, although chance of an affirmative 
military victory was small. Calling this de- 
cision ‘‘one of the wisest taken during the 
war,’ Welles continued:

No Conference or Treaty? 


Because we are captives of the past, there ex- 
ists a fairly general expectation that the present 


"war will be followed by armistice, peace confer- 


ence and treaty between victors and vanquished, 
in the 1918-19 pattern. There is a growing feel- 
ing, however, that the fact is likely to be a shift 
from combat-to reconstruction without either 
armistice, peace conference or treaty. Important 
officials in the United States Government are 
recommending that we adopt such a course, and 
the next peace is more likely to come without a 
great fanfare of ceremony in a new Versailles, 

Although all thig involves a novel disregard 
of the ghosts of the peace that failed, it does 
make a great deal of sense. Since Casablanca, 
we have sought victory through unconditional 
surrender. This formula negatives any idea that 
the government of a defeated enemy country 
could sit down at a conference and agree what 
it would do, and so any treaty of peace would 
be a fraud and a sham. 

Unconditional surrender means that any sol- 
dier, or military formation, or element of civil 
government controlling forces of resistance, must 
forthwith cease resistance, yield to the conquer- 
ing will of the Allied military forces, and do 
whatever the captors require. It does not mean 
that the governments of the United Nations need 
accord conditions of any sort to the surrendering 
groups. 

. Indeed, if we wished to make a treaty of peace 


with a country which had unconditionally sur- 


rendered, we would have to set up a puppet gov- 
ernment to send quislings to the peace confer- 
once to sign on the dotted line. When we did 
that the last time, such odium descended on the 
Ebert Government in Germany that it began its 
operations with a huge overdraft on public confi- 
dence and support. What would it profit to play 
this diplomatic shell-game again? 

Dispatches from the European theater indicate 
the growing expectation that we will have to 
conquer the enemy division by division and bat- 
talion by battalion—that we may have to put 
down resistance forces in many spots in Nazi- 
land itself, and to extirpate a Gestapo gone un- 
derground. 

Certainly we will not deal with a Hitlerite 
jovernment, nor would any good purpose be 
served by our establishing a substitute German 
Government of our own creation. It would col- 
lapse as soon as we took away our bombers and 
bayonets. There is more reality to the new plan 
of occupying Germany by force ‘for whatever 
length of time it takes for a new German leader- 
ship to build from the ground up a new govern- 
ment which really will represent the defeated 
people. 

This government would get rid of the armies 
of occupation by undertaking to perform the ob- 
ligations the occupying armies have already im- 
posed. After that, the new government would 
go into the new League, without any peace treaty, 
but bound by the obligations which it has as- 
sumed and which the victorious nations would 
continue to enforce to the hilt, through the ma- 
chinery of the new League. 

Some think tha,no nation will be able to stay 
out of this new association, that there will be 
no question of admission or withdrawal. As an 
association of all governments for keeping the 
peace, every government would have to be in 
there, subject to penalties for breaking its word. 
This is a less dramatic approach than Versailles, 
but it would seem much more likely to insure 
peace,

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Why Germany Doesn't Quit 

It is plain the Germans have lost the war. 
There is proof in the history-making events of 
the last three months: the swift success of the 
invasion, the smashing Allied progress that has 
brought the fighting through the West Wall to 
Germany’s “sacred soil” itself, the tremendous 
retreat on the Eastern front and the Nazis’ huge 
losses of men and material. 

The German Generals confessed defeat two 
months ago in their abortive plot to overthow 
Hitler and make peace. Wehrmacht and Nazi 
propagandists admit it in many of their broad- 
casts. 

Then why do the Germans permit the carnage 
and destruction to go on? Why do they not 
say the word that will stop the slaughter? 

Gen. Eisenhower, as quoted the other day, gave 
the answer. Germany is beaten, he said, but the 
Nazis “hold a pistol at the head of any possible 
peace leader,” so there is no surrender. 

Goebbels said two years ago that if the Nazis 
ever were forced to go, “we will slam the door 
so hard that the universe will shake and man- 
kind will stand back in stupefaction.” Now, 
realizing their doom igs near, the Nazis are doing 
their worst, with such barbarous measures as 
the robot bomb and murder of civillans, 

The present stage of the war in Europe Is 
therefore a stage of needless slaughter and de- 
struction, compelled only by the fact that Ger- 
many is ruled by merciless tyrants. The German 
people, if they could, would doubtless have ended 
the war weeks ago, but they lost the power of 
decision when they let Hitler and his gang take 
over their Government 11 years ago. 

The world has never seen a more devastating 
argument against dictatorship. Let us hope that 
it is borne in upon the heart and mind of every 
German, and upon every individual elsewhere 
who doubts democracy. 

Because the German people lost their voice in 


the conduct of their affairs, the war goes on 
long after it should have ended. 

Fascism breeds war; the worst kind of war, 
because it cannot be stopped even when it is lost.

I do not: believe there is any basis for a 
feeling that the railroads have been dilatory 
in making use of safety devices. There is, 
however, from time to time a difference of 
opinion as to what some of these devices ac- 
complish and where they should be used, and 
the man who doesn’t have to pay for the 
device and doesn’t have to operate it some- 
times anaya it ought to be used,,when as a 
matter of fact the man who haa to operate it 
and pay for it has a better understanding of 
the matter and acts accordingly. 


The foregoing is an extract from a letter from 
a representative of the Association of American 
Railroads, written to the Post-Dispatch two 
months ago in reply to this newspaper’s asser- 
tion that railroads should be required to install 
every useful safety device that would protect 
human life. 

One of the safety devices which we said should 
be required is an automatic device to compel 
obedience to the signals of the automatic block 
system. This device stops or slows down a train 
that has run through a stop signal. In the 
past 11 years, 416 persons have lost their lives 
on American railroads because railroad men 
missed block signals and because the railroads 
had not taken account of this margin of human 
error, had not installed the device that would 
make safety automatic, Fifteen thousand miles 
of railroad track in the United States are still 
unprotected by the automatic-obedience device. 

On one of these 15,000 miles of track early 
Thursday morning, an engineer ran through a 
red stop signal and the highballing Chicago- 
to-Miami express of the Chicago & Eastern IIIi- 
nois Railroad, the Dixie Flyer, crashed into an 
express mail train near Terre Haute. 

More than a score of passengers were killed, 
most of them servicemen, many of them mem- 
bers of the Army Air Forces who had been wound- 
ed in the Italian campaign but had come through 
with Purple Heart decorations. Young men who 
had faced hell for their country on the battle- 
front and, home on furlough, were killed in a 
train wreck that happened because, according 
to railroad officials, an engineer didn’t see a 
signal in the fog—and ‘because the automatic 
device that would have corrected his oversight 
wasn’t there. 

Evidently this is one of the instances in which 
the “better understanding” of “the man who has 
to pay for it” has decided that a certain safety 
device is unnecessary. It is certainly an instance 
which plain citizens, more interested in railroad 
passengers’ lives than in railroad companies’ 
profits, will want to take into consideration be- 
fore deciding whether they agree with the asso- 
ciation representative's opinion: “I do not belleve 
there is any basis for a feeling that the railroads 
have been dilatory in making use of safety 
devices.”

Missouri’s voters have twice approved the non- 
partisan court plan by a wide margin, and a 
majority at the Constitutional Convention has 
also approved it.

Great realism is needed to negotiate with England, publisher holds; 
says her policy is economic self-interest, even at price of placating 
Spain and Argentina; agrees we must aid rebirth of her foreign 
trade, but fears an additional call for billions to save economy.

Are the British putting it over on us? 
I tried to answer that question as best I 
could in a series of friendly discussions 
based upon 10 months’ observation of the 
official London scene. 


In general, the answer was that the Brit- 
ish are fearful of postwar American com- 
petition, are striving desperately to hold 
their world markets and are determined to 
avoid going deeper into debt or to liquidate 
any more foreign holdings, 


It is a policy based upon extreme realism. 
Whether or not the British put it over 
on us would seem to depend upon the de- 
gree of realism that our own Government 
adopts in its dealings with the very able 
and clever British statesmen employed by 
Winston Churchill to prevent the “liquida- 
tion of the British Empire.” 

We were told recently by the National 
Association of Manufacturers that the Brit- 
ish are looking to the United States to sup- 
port their domestic economy after the war. 
Their representatives are reputed to have 
informed our leaders that such action is 
absolutely necessary to stave off a serious 
economic situation in England, 


Her Debt One-Fourth Ours ’ 


Never doubt an Englishman's ability to— 


look after his own interests. We say this 
not in disparagement but with considerable 
admiration, 

Through our help, the British have man- 
aged te keep their entire national debt, in- 
cluding some five and a half billions owed 
us from the last war, which is still car- 
ried on their books, in the neighborhood of 
75 billions, while our own debt is soaring 
to an estimated 300 billions. 


Nor does England intend to lose her world 
markets. While we toss harsh words at 
Spain’s dictator, clever Winston Churchill 
made a speech in Commons which implied 
that good old Franco was not such a bad 
toff at that and why should he start 
kicking Spain around when after all, Franco 
kept the Germans out of the Iberian Penin- 
sula, didn’t he? 


Or take the case of the Argentine. The 


British press is vigorously critical of Sec- 
retary Hull's bitter words about Argentina, 

While the United States is using a justifi- 
able moral and economic force against those 
of the neutrals who won't play our game up 
to the hilt, the British are totting it all up 
in terms of pounds, shillings and pence. 


Every Word Is Calculated 


When a Britisher discusses any phase of 
internationalism, he is actually weighing 
the fortunes of the British Empire. Bas- 
ically, a Britisher is as nationalistic as a 
citizen of Moscow or a Midwest American 
farmer. 

Considering that England’s economic life 
is almost wholly dependent upon export and 
import trade, whereas ours prior to the war 
was something less than 10 per cent, the 
British position is at least understandable. 


I have said many times that it would be 
a mistake for us to think that eventually 
we can dominate the markets of the world. 

Even as our foreign trade expands well 
above the pre-war figures, there must be 
similar expansion for nations like England 
if we are seeking a stable warid economy 
and peace in the years to come.

But how are we as American citizens 
going to feel about underwriting England’s 
domestic economy? 


Remember, the bill will be in the neigh- 
borhood of two and one-half billions a year, 
equivalent to half the entire Federal bud- 
get prior to 1932, 


How About Our Budget? 


Based upon present calculations, our own 
postwar annual budget will probably exceed 
the 25-billion-dollar mark. This amount 
will increase in direct proportion to the 
length of time it takes to win the war. 

Taxes will be stratospherically high for 
many, Many years to come, 


What may eventually become the popular 
American opinion was well expressed the 
other day by the Miami Herald: 


“It is inconceivable that any large group 
of English would seriously consider asking 
the United States to go deéper into debt to 
save Britain from incurring debts that 
would more nearly equal our own, 

“The far-flung Empire — from India 
through Canada, Jamaica and South Africa 
—has populations and resources much great- 
er than those of the United States. Un- 
limited credit and goods probably will be 
extended to Britain by the United States, 
but it is doubtful that we will wish to 
plunge on into debt by putting this as- 
sistance on a charity basis.

Vast Potentialities of Brazil 
Set Forth in Engineer's Book 


“Brastl on the March,” by Morrta L. Cooke. (Me- 

Giraw- Hill Co., New York.) 

There is nothing like a good economic 
discussion to do away with the romantic 
view of life. Here is a book that should do 
much to dispel the glamorous tourist idea 
of Brazil. The author of this volume, a 
noted engineer, was chairman of the Amer- 
ican Technical Commission sent to Brazil 
by our Government in 1942-43. 

The preface contains a statement which 
summarizes the book: “Brazil is still in her 
adolescence as an industrial nation, but she 
faces a great future, endowed as she is with 
an enormous area—greater in extent than 
the continental United States—having in- 
calculable natural resources of a wide varie- 
ty and with a population rich in aptitudes 
of hand and head.” Brazil's industry is cen- 
tralized in her Southern states, 

No one will be surprised to learn that 
those who work in Brazil's industries are 
not of inferior capacity. However, as to 
their freedom, it is interesting to quote from 
Vargas’ Constitution: “The strike and lock- 
out are declared anti-social instruments, 
harmful to labor and capital and incom- 
patible with the imperative interests of na- 
tional production.”

Brazil’s lack of communications, especial- 
ly railroads, is worth noting. She has only 
21,378 miles, while we in the United States 
have 236,842. Moreover, Brazil's railroads 
are not connected in a single system, nor is 
there a standard gauge of trackage. In 
cidentally, with regard to the latter, the 
English builders could easily blush, 

Brazil's greatness in the future seems 
to lie in developing communications and 
hydroelectric power. Along these lines, 
readers of the Post-Dispatch will be in- 
terested to note that Brazil hopes to de- 
velop an MVA along her San Francisco 
River Valley. 

The economic discussion is good, but the 
author made the mistake of venturing into 
politics. I suppose all Government com- 
missions must say nice things about exist- 
ing Latin American dictators—as does Mr, 
Cooke. However, recent developments, ex- 
plained fully by Samuel Wainer not so long 
ago in the Post-Dispatch, may make read- 
ers doubtful about Vargas.

After the primary_Ferguson an- 
nounced his intention to vote for 
Bradshaw, but solely on _ the 
ground that he always voted the 
straight Republican ticket. Simi- 
larly Clark made it very clear he 
was formally supporting McKit- 
trick solely because McKittrick’s 
name would be on the Democratic 
ticket. He told the Democratic 
convention McKittrick did not 
like a bone in his (Clark’s) head, 
and he (Clark) didn’t like a bone 
in McKittrick’s head, and that 
was not a spur-of-the-moment re- 
mark. 

What these disaffections will 
amount to in votes, of course, is 
a matter of guesswork, but it is 
certain to react favorably for Gov.

SUPPLY IS KEY 


TO QUICK VICTORY

This does not seem to be an 
isolated advance, It is strongly 
supported on its left by the Brit- 
ish advances northeast of the Al- 
bert Canal, and on its right by the 
American penetration east of St. 
Vith and Malmedy into the wooded 
terrain between the Meuse and the 
Moselle. The stage is thus set for 
rapid exploitation of Allied gains. 


For this purpose, the capture 
of Aachen itself is of great im- 
portance. There are very few 
good roads which bypass Aachen 
from this part of the frontier 
“in the direction of Cologne.” 
The main highways converge into 
and out of Aachen. Should Aachen 
be taken, it would then be pos- 
sible for a flood of Allied power 
to roll through the city and on- 
ward toward Cologpe and the 
Rhine. The quicker this is done, 
the quicker the weight of the 
Allied offensive will drive for- 
ward across the Rhine, which is 
itself the German main line of 
defense in this area, If the Rhine 
ig breached, hopes for a quick 
and complete Allied victory will 
soar very high, for beyond the 
Rhine there are no good natural 
defensive positions on the road 
to Berlin except, possibly, the 
river lines of the Weser and the 
Elbe. 


The Time Factor. 


Both sides are fighting with the 
time factor in mind. The Ger- 
mans are trying to hang on until 
winter checks both our rapid 
ground movements and‘our air 
power. The Allies are trying for 
a swift clean-up of German re- 
sistance this fali in order to turn 
their main power against Japan 
in 1945. A commentator in the 
London Observer puts this very 
clearly: 

“The alternatives confronting 
the Allied nations. in Europe are 
no longer those of victory and de- 
feat, but those of swift decision 
or of victory some time between 
now and next summer.” That is 
the situation in a nutshell. A 
great deal, of course, depends on 
supply—perhaps the difference be- 
tween victory now and victory 
next spring. 

In this connection, while we are 
watching the crucial area between 
Aachen, Maastricht and Cologne, 
we should keep in mind that suc- 
cess may depend on clearing addi- 
tional ports for the entry of re- 
inforcements and supplies. The 
capture of Brest is of particular 
importance because it is well 
placed to receive direct shipments 
from the United States, taking the 
strain off the overloaded British 
railways and harbor facilities. 


Perhaps of more immediate ,im- 
portance in the crucial area, how- 
ever, is the clearing to the mouth 
of the Scheldt, to which the First 
Canadian Army is now turning a 
great part of its attention. This 
is no easy task, for the Canadians 
must not only occupy the Dutch 
enclave on the south bank, but 
they must also ‘cross the wide 
estua and take the Dutch 
islan of Walcheren and South 
Béveland before the estuary will 
be open to Allied shipping.

“A Good Impression.”

U.S. Experts Urge United Nations 
Control of Cartels and Their Use 
To Expand Trade, Not Restrict It 


‘Recommendations Proposed by Official 
Group for Presentation at Conference on 


Postwar Commerce Are Compromise on 
Nation’s Antitrust Policy.

| For almost a year a committee 
of experts from the Treasury, the 
Federal. Reserve, the Department 
of Justice, the Securities Ex- 
| change Commission and the State 
Department has been holding 
closed meetings to determine the 
policy of the United States at the 
trade conference. 

The natural United States stand 
would be to demand the abolition 
of cartels. But after a year’s 
investigation the experts are 
swinging around to an “if you 
can’t lick ’em, jine ‘em” plan, 
relying principally on control. 


What Cartels Do. 


To comprehend this plan it is 
necessary to know about cartels. 
They are described in a mono- 
graph written by Corwin Edwards, 
chairman of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s antitrust division policy 
board. He outlines cartel prac- 
tices uncovered in hearings held 
this year by the Senate Military 
Committee, which fodnd: 

1, That cartels fix prices. For 
example, tungsten carbide, a hard 
metal needed for cutting tools, 
sold in 1927-28 at $50 a pound. 
The committee found that, at 
that time, General Electric and 
Friederich Krupp  Aktienge-Sell- 
shaft of Germany wrote an agree- 
ment, pooling patents and giving 
General Electric control of United 
States prices, which then rose to 
a range of $225 to $453 a pound. 
In 1942, after an indictment under 
ithe antitrust laws, the prices 
dropped to a range of $27 to $45 
a pound. 

2. That cartels result in im- 
paired quality. The committee 
held that the quality of electric 
ight bulbs had been _ purposely 
| degraded so that they burned 
fewer hours, and therefore cus- 
‘tomers had to buy more bulbs 
each year. 
| 3. That cartels restrain techno- 
logical change. That through 
|agreements between German and 
|American producers of aluminum 
and magnesium, our production 
of magnesium was held so far be- 
low German production that there 
was a serious shortage of both ex- 
| perience and equipment when the 
‘war came. Magnesium is a sub- 
‘stitute for aluminum, and alumi- 
‘num makers, through holding 
‘down its production, the commit- 
tee said, preserved their old mar- 
kets. . 

4. That cartels place obstacles 
in the path of customers hunting 
a low-priced product. The Senate 
committee reported that a com- 
pany which produced a pigment 
for either paint or textile dyes 


the pigment it would cut into the 
market for a higher-priced textile 
pigment. 

The company’s laboratory was 
ordered to put something into the 
pigment which would leave it use- 
ful for paints but harmful in tex- 
tiles. One suggestion was “it is 
known that certain resins and 
solvents are irritating to the skin, 
causing dermatitis.

But in gen- 
eral, the Washington folk say, they 
have operated directly counter to 
Secretary of State Hull's trade 
agreements which strive to expand 
world trade by means of reducing 
trade barriers. 

But now the world’s economists 
aré seeking some agreement to 
avoid the unemployment which 
comes when, for instance, the 
world’s wheat farmers raise more 
wheat than the world can buy; or 
when two radio manufacturers 
build plants in a new country, and, 
after large investments, find the 
country can’t buy all the radios 
they make. 

To avoid uneconomic production 
it will take trade agreements— 
cartels, if you please. The United 
States is already party to four 
such—covering wheat, coffee, oil 
and sugar. However, these being 
Government cartel arrangements, 
Government representatives on 
the boards bear responsibility for 
enforcing reasonable prices. 


Proposal for Control. 


So the United States technicians 
are preparing to suggest to the 
United Nations that they agree to 
amend their laws so that they can 
contro] cartels. The plan most 
widely supported at present rec- 
ommends? 

1. Suppression of private re- 
straint of international trade, 
with both Government and pri- 
vate cartels operating to expand 
rather than restrain—the gov- 
ernments by agreement and the 
private concerns by regulation. 

2. Compulsory registration of 
all cartel agreements which in- 
volve patents. An agency would 
cancel patent licenses of any 
company which entered an 
agreement aimed at limiting the 
sale of goods. 

3. Amendment“of patent laws 
to prohibit the use of patents to 
allocate markets, 

4. Prohibit any business con- 
cern from entering a cartel! that 
would violate the anti-trust laws 
(such as ours) in any nation 
where the cartel does business. 
A small start has been made in 

Congress. 

Senator J. C. O'Mahoney of 
Wyoming has introduced a bill to 
require the registration of any 
cartel entered by any company 
doing business in the United 
States, whether domestic or for- 
eign. 

Senator Kilgore of West Vir- 
ginia is advocating a 33-man com- 
mission to determine the fields in 
which America produces more 
economically than other nations, 
our “natural fields,” and then find 
what is uneconomically produced ~ 
and therefore not entitled to tariff 
protection. 

Wendell Berge, assistant Attor- 
ney General, has suggested an in- 
ternational cartel court whose de- 
cisions would be enforced by the 
courts of all the nations which 
sign the agreement. 

In other words, if Washington 
has its way, it’s to be a world of 
“good” cartels.

There are still con- 
troversies between the military 
and civilian groups but in general 
the democratic plan has worked 
well. 
War Production Squabbles. 

The President has been severely 
criticized for the chaotic organi- 
zation of the various war produc- 
tion agencies and their indu- 
bitable overlappings which pro- 
duced inevitable inter-agency 
squabbles, some serious. Begin- 
ning with the National Defense 
Advisory Council, and the Knud- 
sen-Hillman Office of Production 
Management, and the Supply Pri- 
orities and Allocations Board and 
finally ending up with the War 
Production Board and a dozen or 
so other policy-making offices, 
authorities, commissions and ad- 
ministrations, the President can 
only retort that his “do some- 
thing” technique has brought sat- 
isfactory over-all results. 

As the arbiter among the vari- 
ous war agencies and as the ulti- 
mate boss of individual agencies, 
the President has delayed reorgan- 
izations and allowed certain offi- 
cials to remain in office long after 
their usefulness became negligible. 
On the other hand, hee#has sum- 
marily removed men from office 
such as Vice President Wallace 
and Milo Perkins from the Board 
of Ecomonic Warfare, and sacri 
ficed highly regarded men, such as 
Ferdinand Eberstadt from the 
War Production Board, instead of 
demanding a complete solution of 
the causes of the controversies. It 
is too early to say whether Don- 
ald Nelson on his return from 
China will continue as head of the 
War Production Board because of 
his disagreementg with Charles E. 
Wilson, — 

These production difficulties are 
not expected to figure largely in 
the current campaign except by 
way of illustrating Roosevelt's 
ability or lack of ability to handle 
administrative problems. In the 
first place, they are too involved 
for campaign propaganda, and in 
the second place, the President 
can point to the record of war 
production, the comparatively 
small sacrifices made by the civil- 
ian population, the freezing of 
wages, the curbing of inflation and 
the preservation of civil liberties. 

On the last point, civil liberties, 
Roosevelt as Commander in Chief 
has a far more enviable record 
than two other wartime presi- 
dents, Lincoln and Wilson. Lin- 
coln, of course, had to deal with 
civil war and disloyalty within 
our own borders, but Wilson per- 
mitted thousands of volunteer cli- 
vilian snvopers to make life mis- 
erable for innocent victims of 
wartime prejudices. 

Lincoln Ignored Constitution. 

Lincoln ignored the Constitu- 
tion by suspending the writ *° 
habeas corpus in  non-militar, 
areas and took possession of 
critical newspapers by military 
force. Hig first emancipation proc- 
lamation was issued as Com- 
mander in Chief and he did not 
hesitate to give direct military 
orders to his Generals. Lincoln’s 
summary treatment of civilians 
caused the Supreme Court to is- 
sue its famous exparte Milligan 


| decision, which indicated the lim- 


its of the President’s authority as 
commander in chief in wartime. 

Instead of “cracking down” on 
hesitant civilians, Roosevelt has 
relied more On persuasion and 
public opinion. This persuasion 
has been the subject of much of 
the criticism of his wartime con- 
duct. 
through strikes 
during the last war when Samue 
Gompers was the leader of the 
only large organized trade group, 
the railroads have _ performed 
miracles without government man- 
agement, and war production has 
reached figures that many thought 
would be impossible. 

As President and Commander 
in Chief, Roosevelt has had ac- 
cess to advice and information 
denied to Dewey and every other 
American. This gives him a 
tremendous advantage in the cam- 
paign.

The doctrine implicit in the 
Republican platform and accept- 
ance speech boils down to this: 
Professional military men are the 
only ones qualified to make the 
decisions to conduct the war. 
What successes we have had in 
World War II have come because 
of Gen. Marshall and Adm.

what failures because a civilian 
President has “interfered” with 
them. . 

Therefore the top military com- 
manders and staffs must be com- 
pletely free to make the decisions 
at the highest level, free from 
the “civilian interference” of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the con- 
stitutional President and Com- 
mander in Chief. 

Although this is not the first 
time the President’s military 
powér has been questioned, most 
of the earlier .challenges have 
been by or on behalf. of Congress 
as the custodian of 
and not on the theory that the 
civil authorities must keep hands 
off the conduct of a war. Con- 
gress has been jealous of the 
President as Commander in Chief, 
and has often tried to interfere, 
as in Lincoln’s case—but to use 
the power itself, not to hand it 
to the military on a silver platter. 
The debate was over what civilian 
authority should control the sol- 
diers, not whether the civil au- 
thorities should abdicate to them. 

A Political Office. 

Furthermore, from the start, the 
office of Commander in Chief has 
been a political office, in the orig- 
inal sense of the word “policy.” 
War, as Clausewitz well said, is 
an instrument of national policy. 
Its directions involves political 
questions at the highest level, and 
these must be determined before 
the generals and admirals can be 
assigned military objectives, or be 
furnished the available means for 
their attainment. Therefore the 
centuries-old tradition that the 
Chief of State rather than the sen- 
ior general, must make the top de- 
cisions. 

Like so many of our political 
institutions, we borrowed and 
adopted the office of Commander 
in Chief from our British fore- 
bears.

Rebels Put Down. 


The militia army he summoned 
in 1793 was larger than any he 
had commanded at any time dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War. He

Andrew Jackson warned against 
nullification, both as President and 


Commander in Chief, and it was 
assumed at the time that he would 


have taken the field personally to 
suppress a direct rebellion. In 
1850, when angry Cotton States 
groups threatened secession if 
California came into the Union as 
a free State, President Zachary 
Taylor served notice that he would 
crush any rebellion by force of 
arms. 

The first Republican President 
of the United States found “civil- 
ian interference” necessary to win 
the Civil War. Indeed, no man in 
our history has used the power of 
Commander in Chief more direct- 
ly, completely and usefully than 
Abraham Lincoln, and it became 
his chief source of atrength to 
save the Union, 

James Buchanan, his weak but 
obstinate predecessor, had let 
most of the powers of the presi- 
dency drain out during his ter- 
giversations. Lincoln had to find 
some way to rehabilitate the of- 
fice, whether by redeeming powers 
Which had shriveled through dis- 
use, adapting present powers to 
new uses, or discovering ndéw 
sources of power theretofore un- 
used, 

He found the new grant in his 
constitutional designation as 
Commander in Chief a veritable 
Aladdin’s lamp of powers, which 
he employed in such ways during 
the four years of combat that 
contemporary critics termed him 
tyrant, usurper, despot and king. 
Yet had he not done so, it is 
altogether probable that the Se- 
cessionists would have succeed- 
ed, and the Confederacy remained 
independent. 

Lincoln never hesitated to use 
his power, either as President or 
as Commander in Chief, to effec- 
tuate hikh political purposes. At 
the very outset, he outsmarted 
the Confederates by forcing them 
to fire the first shot of the war 
by bombarding Sumter. This was 
psychological warfare of a high 
order, for it unified most of the 
divergent groups of Northern 
opinion in support of the Union 
in arms. 
| In his direct’ responsibility for 
military operations, Lincoln

changed generals many times in 
crossing the stream from Bull 
Run to Appomattox, Had he felt 
that it was “civilian interference” 
to get rid of disloyal, indifferent 
or blundersome generals who were 
leading the soldiers to the slaugh- 
ter house and the cause td dis- 
aster, in all probability the Fed- 
eral cause would have lost. Lin- 
coln entered the White House 
ignorant of the niceties of the 
art of war, but learned in the 
school of experience until, by the 
summer of 1864, he had trained 
himself to be a first rate military 
Commander in Chief. 

His toughest job, perhaps, was 
to get good generals. There was 
no Marshall ready made, and he 
had to learn the hard way of trial 
and error, He knew the relation 
which must exist in the top com- 
mand of a democracy at war be- 
tween the civil chief and his mili- 
tary agents—an intimate relation 
in which confidence must subsist 
between the Commander in Chief 
and his lieutenants, and _ that 
whenever it was clouded, the sol- 
dier should resign or be removed. 


From the debacle of First Bull 
Run, the politician from Spring- 
field had to try general after gen- 
eral until he found one who would 
fight. For a _ short while, he 
thought he had one in McClellan, 
but when that General’s addiction 
to slow motion prevented the ef- 
fective exploitation of Antietam, 
the President properly looked for 
a better man. He did not find 
that man in Burnside, and Hooker 
went up like a rockeg_afid came 
down like a atick, but eventually 
he did find the imperturbable 
Grant, and staunchly supported 
him to the end. This was but one 
instance in which civilian inter- 
ference was of the essence of the 
final victory. 

As Commander in Chief Lin- 
coln interfered consistently, and 
deeply, with practically every ele- 
ment of the war on the home 
front, as well as in the theaters 
of military operations. He sus- 
pended the execution of the writ 
of habeas corpus, he instituted 
military commissions to try civil- 
ians for alleged fifth column ac- 
tivities, he halted the publication 
of newspapers, to mention only a 
few of the many illustrations. 

Indeed, it was as Commander in 
Chief, not as President, that he 
issued the Emancipation Procla- 
mation. Early in 1862, Lincoln 
sensed the imperative need for 
increased public support for the 
Union cause, and determined to 
abandon the thesis adopted in the 
first days of the war—‘“the Union 
as it was and the Constitution as 
it is’—in favor of the deeper one 
of freédom for the slaves. While 
he waited for a victory before is- 
suing the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion, it was as Commander in 
Chief that he offered freedom to 
every slave in territory under Con- 
federate control. In the issue, this 
essentially political decision on his 
part transformed the static Union 
purpose into a dynamic drive for 
freedom. It was as Commander 
in Chief that Lincoln won the war.

HE usual impression of Mrs. Winston Churchill, wife of 
Te British Prime Minister, is that she is a quiet, retiring 

person, who shuns the limelight and prefers to stay in 
illustrious husband.

Americans seemingly regard 
her recent radio address 
from Canada as a rare pub- 
lic excursion from an other- 
wise private life. Those who 
prefer more quietude and re- 
tirement on the part of our 
First Lady like to point out 
that Mrs, Churchill “is not 
a bit like Mrs. Roosevelt.”

The Prime Minister ended his early auto- 
biography, “A Roving Commission” with the words, “Until 
Keptember, 1908, when I married and lived happily ever after.” 
On another occasion he described his marriage as “much the 
most fortunate and most joyous event which has happened 
to me in my whole life.” They have four children, Randolph, 
Diana, Sarah, and Mary. The latter two are in service, Sarah 
(Mrs. Vic Oliver) in the WAFs, and Mary in the A. T. C. 
Mrs. Churchill has always been closer to her children than 
are most English women of her social standing who consider 
it not quite smart to be motherly. Her bedroom walls have’ 
always been crowded with photographs of her family—they 
share honors with war maps now—and when the four were 
growing up the house always seemed to be “full of children 
and dogs.” 
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@ SHE RUNS A WELL-KEPT HOUSE, WHETHER she lives 
in their former home in Kent, at Chartwell Manor where she 
grew her famous roses, or at 10 Downing street, where her 
gift for decoration has done .much to soften the 
austere surroundings. In furnishings she favors light-colored 
woods, stmple English and French furniture, and light gay 
chintzes. Her mode of housekeeping places much emphasis 
,on good food, She once told. reporters that the first and 
foremost trick in keeping the Prime Minister happy was to 
“give him a good dinner.” A lighter eater herself, her favorite 
idea of relaxation is “going to bed early and having some- 
thing on a tray.” She has no personal maid and is thrifty 
about all her personal expenditures. She buys her clothes from 
Molyneux or Norman Hartnell, usually one good black or 
mavy outfit which she lives in. 
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Her principal activities are far more serious than 
clothes or parties. The two chief ones are the Aid to 
Russia Appeal Fund and the Y. W. C. A. Wartime Fund, 
Her Russian fund has netted four million pounds to 
date, which has been sent to Russia in the form of 
food, clothing, medical supplies, and the like.

The Battles of Hollywood

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 16. 


ITH the provocative question 
W of who did what with which 

and to whom at a gay, care- 
free party at the home of band- 
leader Tommy Dorsey still far 
from being answered, despite a 
county grand jury’s indictment of

Quite naturally we turned for 
advice to J. M. Waldeck, a Holly- 
wood character who lives under 
a large panama hat at the corner 
of Hollywood and Vine, He has 
been around the movie town s0 
long that he is constantly in de- 
mand by cinema columnists for 
his “I Was There” angle on virtu- 
ally every notable event taking 
place in Hollywood since the mak- 
ing of “The Four Horsemen ‘of the 
Apocalypse,” in which he played 
the role of the head stable boy. 


We found Waldeck putting slugs 
into a slot machine in a Vine 
street bistro and prevailed upon 
him to give us the low-down on 
some of Hollywood’s better battles 
prior to l’affair Hall-Dorsey. Aided 
in his reminiscence by the effects 
of a double fog-cutter, a drink so 
powerful that around these parts 
most bartenders will only serve 
one to a customer, Waldeck began 
his story: 

“Sure, pal. I was there. I was 
there at the old Montmartre Club 
in Hollywood boulevard one night 
back in 1923 when Hollywood had 
its first fight which made the pa- 
pers. It was the time Ernst La- 
bitsach slugged a scenario writer 
named Hans Kraly. Lubitsch 


knocked the guy right under a 
table occupied by Mary Pickford, 
who was gitin’ the party. 

Thus it was modestly revealed 
by Waldeck that America’s Sweet- 
heart herself had been an inno- 
cent bystander at the first note- 
worthy film city brawl. We asked 
him how it started, 

“Both these guys is at Mary’s 
shindig,” he .answered, “when 
Lubitsch suddenly ups and says 
this writer has been paying too 
much attention to his wife. They 
stand up and Lubitsch knocks 
Kraly under the table. I helped 
pick. him up. I was the busboy! 

“The local papers played it up 
pretty big but it didn’t get out- 
side of Hollywood. I think Mary’s 
press agent hushed it up.” 

Fortified by another sip from 
the fog-cutter, Waldeck remem- 
bered how he had been at the 
Russian Eagle Cafe (a famous 
landmark, since torn down) when 
Charlie Chaplin had a one-punch 
go with C. C. Julian. 

“Julian was an er] tycoon,” 
said Waldeck. “He had been 
running around with Mildred 
Harris and even though Charlie 
was already divorced from her, 
he didn’t like it. He give the 
erl man one on the button and 
he went under a table, too.”

E asked Waldeck if he was 
W the busboy there. 
“Nope,” he answered, “I had 
graduated by that time. I was 
head waiter.” 

By the time Waldeck had left 
the restaurant business and be- 
come an habitual extra player 
and self-styled confidante of the 
stars, he had either seen or had 
firsthand accounts of most of 
the Hollywood brawls right up 
to the timely fracas at the apart- 
ment of Mr. Dorsey. Here is 
his report: 

The best fighting man in these 
parts is the one and only Errol 
Flynn who battles in courts in 
the daytime and in the night 
spots in the evening. Flynn's 
first night spot battle of any im- 
portance was the widely heralded 
one with radio oracle Jimmie 
Fidler in which the two gentle- 
men sparred for a brief moment 
before Madame Fidler ended the 
bout by stabbing Flynn in the 
left ear with an oyster fork. 

Errol’s marital life with Lili 
Damita was stormy, to say the 
least. It was punctuated by a 
series of battles in which friends 
always managed to pull them 
apart before they tore each other 
to shreds. More about these Hol- 
lywood friends later. They pop 
up in just about every movie star 
fight. 

Errol’s last scrap some months 
ago ended in a T. K. O, for him- 
self when Marine Capt. Dan 
Topping socked the actor on the 
snout at a party for Mrs. Top- 
ping (Sonja Henie). Nobody, not 
even Waldeck, got to the bottom 
of this one which Flynn  dis- 
missed lightly by saying’ that 
there must have been some bad 
ice in the drinks. 

Prior to this Topping had had 
a battle during the floor show 
at the Hollywood Clover Club 
with actor’s agent Pat Di Cicco, 
husband of Gloria Vanderbilt.

@ THERE ARE STRETCHES OF RIVER where the springs 
are big and you can’t miss them.

If you don’t know just where it is and watch 
for it, you will find that you have passed it by. Such a spring 
is the one below Big Creek. It is hidden among the ferng at 
the water's edge and someone, years ago, fixed a short length 
of iron pipe to carry the water.

Our camp below Big Creek was a lazy man’s camp, for the 
bluff across the river kept the sun from striking our camp 
site until mid-morning.

"Campus Kids" Range in Age From 
16 to 62 at Only Institution of 
Its Kind in World, Where Students 


Are Taught Secrets of Selling.

DECATUR, Ind., Sept. 16. 
OW much,” the auctioneer 
chanted, “am I offered for 
this fine hoe? Ten cents. 
Who'll make it 15? Fifteen I’m 
bid, now it’s 20. Do I hear a 
quarter? Sold.” 

Here at the Reppert School of 
Auctioneering it’s a rite that they 
call “selling the hoe.” It is part 
of the initiation of every student 
who enters the school. It is the 
only paraphernalia in the lodge 
room of the Ancient Order of 
Auctioneers, which is also the 
classroom where neophytes learn 
the secrets of selling. Between 
sessions it stands against the wall 
waiting to be sold to the highest 
bidder by the next student who 
comes along, to be sold over and 
over by all the students who come 
along. It has been sold more times 
than anything else in the world, 
but it is still a good hoe, because 
it is never carried away by the 
highest bidder and has never been 
put to the uses for which hoes are 
made. 

If the oft-sold hoe is unique, so 
is the Reppert School of -Auc- 
tioneering, for it is the only one in 
the world. For 24 years it has 
had that distinction and is still 
without competition. It is an auc- 
tioneer’s dream come true. Col. 
Fred Reppert was the auctioneer 
who had the dream. The world’s 
great need, it seemed to him, was 
more and better auctioneers. How 
to get them was the question. 
Teach them and train them was 
his answer. A school would’ pro- 
vide the teaching and training. 
He dreamed over it a long time. 
Then he made the dream come 
true by starting the school. 

Reppert, called Colonel as are 
auctioneers, started crying 
sales when he was 17 years old. 
His father was an auctioneer be- 
fore him and Fred copied his 
technique, perfecting himself by 
attending sales wherever he had 
the opportunity and observing how 
others worked. 
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He made good and in time was 
rated as one of the best, but he 
had learned the hard way. He 
wanted to make it easier for 
others. So in December, 1920, he 
opened his school. He had noth- 
ing to go by for there was no 
curriculum that he could adapt to 
his needs, It was sheer pioneering. 
The main idea was to have his 
students learn by doing. He would 
put them through the selling rou- 
tine, correcting their faults and 
putting on the polish that most

self-taught auction salesmen 
lacked. 


There was no solid assurance 
that he would have any students. 
A number of auctioneers, acknowl- 
edging their faults, had spoken 
to him about it and had given 
their approval to the idea of a 
school where they could improve 
themselves, but there was no cer- 
tainty that they would come run- 
ning when the school bell] rang. It 
was quite possible that when it 
came to a showdown they would 
not be willing to admit that they 
needed instruction. It was all 
right, they might say, for those 
who needed it, but not for them- 
selves. 
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It was a chance that Col. Rep- 
pert had to take and he took it. 
There was not exactly a rush of 
students at first, but enough came 
to confirm Reppert in the opinion 
that he had something there. 
Growing attendance through the 
years has made him certain of it. 
The registration at the summer 
term which ended last month was 
the largest ever, with a graduat- 
ing class of 91 men who came 
from 30 states. 


The site of the school was for- 
merly a county fairground out at 
the edge of towfi, with plenty of 
range for the simulation of farm 
auction sales which are part of the 
technique of enabling the students 
to learn by doing. In addition to 
the open air instruction there is a 
class building for indoor work. 
That is where the hoe comes in. 
A dormitory provides sleeping ac- 
commodations and there are cab- 
ins for those who bring their fam- 
ilies along. . 

Although the _ students range 
from 16 to 62 years of age, they 
are full of fun and devilment. 
They have their yell and they yell 
it like college freshmen—

tioneer was a rough fellow, but 
that type is now as dead as a 
mackerel because of the great 
number of gentlemanly graduates 
that have been turned out at Rep- 
pert school, 


“Perhaps.” Pettit says, “this 
school has done more than any 
organization in the world to lift 
the standard of auctioneering.” 
The students murmur their ap- 
proval.,

On the technical side, the pro- 
fessor explained to that day’s vis- 
itor, the school teaches voice, tone 
quality, pitch and volume, supple- 
mented by stage presence and 
what might be called effective- 
ness. Students are trained to 
speak with distinctness rather 
than with speed. For example, 
here was a regular class exercise. 
He led off and the class chanted: 


“A big black bug bit the big 
black bear.” 


Faster and faster the big black 
bug bit the big black bear as 
the teacher signaled for accel- 
erated tempo. That was training 
in lip action, he explained. For 
syllabic enunciation they had an- 
other exercise: 


“Around the rough and rugged 
rock the ragged rascal ran.” 


Around the rough and rugged 
rock the ragged rascal ran until 
he was dizzy. Then they sang the 
class song, which the teacher said 
was for the development of the 
voice. The auctioneer, he insisted, 
must have a musical voice. He 
was happy to say that most of 
the members of the class had mu- 
sical voices. Only three had been 
found deficient in that respect. 


Col. Reppert took over and re- 
minded the students that auction- 
eering was the profession of s8u- 
persalesmanship, the objectives of 
which were to gain the attention 
of bargain hunters, create in them 
a desire for something and bring 
them to a decision to buy it. 


The hoe routine was put on for 
the benefit of the visitor, One of 
the demonstrators was William 
Shetler, 16 years old, the baby of 
the class. He ran the hoe up to 
six bits, which was considered a 
very good price. Then there was 
a demonstration by all the class 
selling in unison which was really 
the last word in salesmanship, an 
auctioneering triumph if ever 
there was one. 
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By way of comparison, to show 
up the shortcomings of a man 
who had never attended the school 
of auctioneering, Col. Reppert 
asked the visitor to “say some- 
thing” to the class, and the stu- 
dents, the cutups, following up 
their advantage, chorused a de- 
mand that he sell the hoe. 


When the embryo auctioneers 


were sent out to play, Col. Rep- 
pert expatiated further on the 
benefits of educated and trained 
auctioneers. He was an old auc- 
tioneer and he was proud of it. 
He loved it. In his earlier years 
he was so eager to improve him- 
self that when he had a day off 
he went to a sale, like the post- 
man who walked his beat on his 
vacation, Taking that much in- 
terest, he was bound to improve 
and in the course of time received 
many requests to teach others. 
That was why he started the 
school, 

What he wanted above all else 
to do was to elevate the profes- 
sion. He feels he has done that, 
fof he has turned out 3000 auc- 
tioneers grounded in the ethics of 
salesmanship and sent them out 
into the world with a new sense 
of responsibility to their clients 
and to the public. 

“We insist,” said the Colonel, 
“that an auctioneer should never 
sell an article for more than it is 
worth, When the bidding has 
brought the price up to the value 
of the article, the auctioneer has 
done his duty. That is all that he 
is hired to do. He is not hired to 
cheat. It is his duty to protect 
contending bidders from paying 
for anything more than it is 
worth. That is what we teach 
our students and we expect them 


to live up to the standards of the 
school, 


“The diplomas that we give 
them, signed by the 15 members 
of the faculty, are their recom- 
mendation. If, in the practice of 
their profession, they violate the 
rules taught them at this school, 
we expect them to return their 
diplomas.”

Auctioneers have been colonels 
ever since the fashion was set by 
Col. Judy of Kentucky, a famous 
auctioneer of an earlier day. He 
was called colonel not because he 
was an auctioneer but because he 
was a Kentuckian, but it has been 
a title conferred on all the auc- 
tioneers that came after him. Col. 
Reppert has worn the title so long 
that it is difficult for him to dis- 
own it now, but at the school he 
is discouraging its use, partly be- 
cause of the war and the confu- 
sion that might be created and 
the difficulty of distinguishing be- 
tween auctioneering colonels and 
military colonels.
